Foundations for thie pump 
station to pump water from the 
Hillsboro and the North New 
River into Lake Okeechobee 
and the one on the Hillsboro 
where it enters the conservation 
area, are under way.

The mailing to 
rural boxholders Tn this area is 
part of a nationwide distribution 
to farm people. Those farmers 
who do not receive a copy 
through this mailing may obtain 
jone from the District Director 
of Internal Revenue or from the 
nearest Social Security Office. 
‘The booklet stresses the need 
for self-employed .farmers and 
hired farm workers to apply 
for a social security account 
card if they do not already have 
one; it also points out to the 


workers that he should secure 
an agricultural employer's iden- 
tification number. Examples are 
{given of the monthly benefit 
Payments for themselves and 
their families toward which 
farmers are now building under 
the old-age and survivors insur- 
ance program. 

One section of the booklet is 
devoted ‘to explanations of how 
and when a farm operator must 
report his own and his workers’ 
farm earnings. The farm opera- 
tor will report his earnings from 
self-employment on the same 
return on which he reports Fed- 
eral income tax. He will pay 
self-employment tax for each 
taxable year ending after 1954 
in which his net earnings from 
self-employment are $400 or 
‘more, If the farm operator re- 
ports his income tax on a calen- 
dar year basis, his first report 
and payment of self-employ- 
ment tax will be made for the 
calendar year 1955, and will be 
due not later than April 15, 
1956.
